For  the  year  1963,  I  have  to  report  as  follows 
GENERAL  SURVEY. 

The  sewers  generally  are  sufficient  and  no  extensions 
or  adaptations  were  made  during  the  yearv  5  minor  blockages 
occurred  during  the  year  and  caused  the  storm  water  overflows 
to  work  out  of  storm  periods c 

Wardle  Brook  and  Ashbrook  are  now  free  from  serious 
pollution*  The  River  Roch  is  polluted  when  it  enters  the 
district  but  the  River  Beal  is  in  a  fair  condition  throughout 
Wardle  t 

-  No  calls  for  disinfection  occurred  during  the  year  the 
infectious  disease ' cases  being  Measles  7,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  5 
and  Tuberculosis  10 

50  weekly  collections  of  house  refuse  were  made  and 
671  tons,  12-|  cwt s  of  refuse  disposed  of  by  incineration 
at  Rochdale  Dest  ruct  or  c 

Killing  at  three  slaughterhouses  is  very  regular  and 
the  quality  of  the  carcases  is  goodc  The  incidence  of 
disease  is  well  below  the  average  for  the  country 6  (Gee  killing 

record,  page  8).

The  shops  in  the  area  maintain  a  good  standard  of 
cleanliness  and  handling  of  unwrapped  foods.  '  Cne  bakehouse 

was  reopened  and  the  two  in  the  district  maintain  good  standards.

3 %  of  the  houses  in  the  area,  all  in  outlying  areas, 
have  to  rely  on  springs  for  their  water  supply c  The  majority 

of  these  supplies  have  been  piped  to  storage  tanks  and  taps* 
The  97^  remaining  have  a  piped  supply  from  the  Rochdale  mains, 
which  is  suitable  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes*

The  standard  of  animals  slaughtered  was  good  and  the 
incidence  of  disease  is  reduced  in  cat  tie  and  oows •  increase 
in  sheep0 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage.  -  ~  •  - 

No  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year,.  Only  once 
was  any  sewer  blocked. 

The  ejector  works  quite  well  but  replacements  will  soon 
be  needed.^ 


Properties  still  unsewered  are  in  outlying  or  low  lying 
areas  and  unconnected  because  the  sewer  is  not  available,. 

One  new  sewage  unit  has  been  constructed.

The  River  Roch  enters  this  district  iron  Litt  leborough 
and  there  is  still  pollution,  although  the  improvement  noted 
before  is  maintained,  Ashbrook  and  Clough  House  Brook  are 

good.
